CONSISTORIAL COURT OF ARMAGH. 

The jurisdiction of the Consistorial Court of Armagh extends over the diocese of Armagh, 
comprising the counties of Armagh, Tyrone, Louth, and a part of Derry. The principal office is 
situate in the city of Armagh, and is open, and attendance given by the registrar, every day from 
10 till four o’clock. There is a surrogate appointed, who resides in the town of Drogheda, with 
power to grant probates of wills and letters pf administration for the county of Louth and town of 
Drogheda. There is, likewise, a deputy-registrar there, to whom I beg to refer you for informa- 
tion you may require respecting the manner in which the office is conducted there. There never 
has been any inhibition to prevent the exercise of this authority within the diocese of Armagh. 

The wills and records of grants of administrations are deposited in a room which is fire-proof, 
and which is attached to the public Registry Office. The earliest wills in this office are dated 
about 1687, from which period down to the present time, a regular entry has been kept of all wills 
lodged, and all arranged in alphabetical order, with the name and residence of the testator, date of 
will, to whom probate granted, date of grant, &c. I cannot so satisfactorily answer for the 
regularity with which administration bonds have been kept until a much later period; they 
commence about the year 1742. Inventories were not so regularly attended to. 

There has not been any chasm in the registry so far as relates to wills ; the whole of the wills 
and will-books are in perfect preservation. They were not copied into books until about the year 
1816, from which period down to the present all wills proved have been regularly copied into books 
kept for that purpose. 

From 1812 to the present time there has been a regular registry kept, in books of the best 
description, of all grants of administrations, alphabetically arranged, setting forth the name and 
residence of intestate, date of grant, name of administrator, and degree of kindred (if any) to the 
intestate.

CONSISTORIAL COURT OF CLOGHER. 

The jurisdiction of this court, empowered to grant probates of wills and letters of administration, 
extends over the counties of Fermanagh and Monaghan, and portions of the counties of Donegal 
and Tyrone, being 76 miles in length and 25 in breadth, or thereabouts. 

The court may be inhibited exercising its jurisdiction by the Metropolitan Court of Armagh, in 
cases of appeal. 

The date of the earliest wills in the registry thereof commences in the year 1659, from which 
period a regular series of original wills exist; and recorded copies of wills are entered in books, 
except previous to the year 1712 ; and from 1754 to 1777, on the demise of the then registrar, only 96 
wills ; and from thence to 1792, a chasm of 15 years, but 43 wills are recorded, which leaves about 
1,300 wills to be registered in the books. 

From the year 1793 to the present time, all the proved wills have been regularly entered in books 
of the best description ; and all wills, from the earliest period, are arranged in files, in alphabetical 
and numerical order, according to the dates of their grant of probate. 

To each will there is a separate envelope, for its preservation. The files thereof are labelled, and 
deposited in wainscot presses, with the other records and books relating to court proceedings, 
carefully locked up in a room in the dwelling-house of the deputy-registrar. The house is his 
private property, conveniently situated in the town of Monaghan, which latter has always been 
considered the most central situation for so extensive a diocese. 

The grants of letters of administration axe likewise entered in books to the present time, with 
the exception of a similar omission as in respect to the entries of wills during the incumbency of 
that registrar. ■ , . . , . 

There are indexes to all the books, and a general index to the wills, as also to the recorded grants 
of administration. , . . . 

The administration bonds and inventories are in files, in alphabetical and chronological order, 
and labelled, but there is no general index to them. . , , 

All these documents are preserved in excellent order, except a few of the very old records, 
which, from the lapse of nearly two centuries, the ink must, of course, be in some measure faded.

1 ^ HE Cod sis tonal Court of the diocese of Derry is empowered to grant probates of wills and 
letters of admimstration m and throughout the diocese of Derry, for personal property to any 
amount within the said diocese, which extends over the county of Derry, the barony of Ennishowen, 
m the county of Donegal, and a portion of the county of Tyrone. There is no inhibition, save 
when the primate holds his triennial visitation, during which time he issues a commission au- 
thorizing all proper and necessary acts to be done. The wills and records of grants of administra- 
tion are deposited in the registry of the diocese, and are in the custody of the deputv registrars. 

The date of the earliest will m the diocese of Derry is 1612. There are three" chasms in the 
entries of the wills ; viz. the year 1614, from 1642 to 1653, and from 1656 to 1660. The earliest 
administration bonds are in the year 1701. There is a regular index to the wills, but not to the admi- 
nistration bonds and inventories, and the inventories are not perfect. The records are in a tolerably 
perfect state, with some few exceptions as to ancient documents being wanting, which it is supposed 
should, at some very distant period, have been in the registry.

This court has original jurisdiction in all causes, as well testamentary and matrimonial as all 
other causes incident to the ecclesiastical courts throughout the dioceses of Dublin and Glendelagh, 
as also an appellate jurisdiction, in the provinces of Leinster and Munster, consisting of the diocese 
of Leighlin, Ferns, Ossory, Kildare, Cashel, Emly, Waterford, Lismore, Cork, Cloyne, Ross, 
Limerick, Ardfert, Aghadoe, Killaloe, and Kilfenora. 

This court exercises its powers in all causes instituted in it until inhibited by the High 
Court of Delegates, on an appeal from its decision, to which court alone an appeal lies ; the cause 
proceedings, as also original wills and grants of administration, are in the custody of John Samuels, 
notary public, the deputy registrar of said court, and are kept in three offices in the public record 
buildings adjoining Henrietta-street, Dublin. The date of the earliest will in the registry is 1502. 
A regular series of wills are in the registry from about the year 1560. There are transcripts of wills 
from 1652 to 1715, with a chasm of about six years, between 1654 and 1661, and about four years, 
between 1708 and 1712. In 1715 a set of books was commenced for the transcript of wills only, 
and from the year 1779 they are regular to the present day; but there is a chasm for a period of 
about six years, between 1720 and 1727, and 49 years, between 1730 and 1779. 

There are books containing grants of probates and administrations from 1638 to 1710. In 1710 
a set of hooks was commenced for the probate and administration grants, which are regular 
down to the present day. There are administration bonds in a regular series, co m mencing in 1703, 
as also inventories, commencing in 1603, but not in a regular series. There are indexes to all the 
books of record.

The original wills and grants of administration are deposited in the custody of the registrar, 
who acts m person, and has attached to and communicating with his office a fire-proof room, with 
double iron doors set in granite, for the safe keeping of said records. 

The registrar of Cashel and Emly, appointed for life registrar of the archiepiscopal see has 
suffered considerable loss by the Church Temporalities Acts, in the reduction of the see to the 
rank ol bishopric, viz. loss of fees at triennial visitations throughout the province of Munster, fees 
on the consecration of the Bishops of Limerick, Cork, Cloyne, Waterford, and Killaloe, and on 
the buildings and improvements on said bishop’s see houses ; also fees on the appeals from the 
suffragan courts of Munster. All those fees are now receivable by the registrar of the Archbishop- 
of Dublin (never contemplated on his appointment) to the great injury and loss of the registrar of 
Cashel and Emly, whose predecessors and himself, to the year 1838, from time immemorial, 
enjoyed those revenues. No compensation whatever given.

CONSISTORIAL COURTS OF LIMERICK, ARDFERT, AND AGHADOE. 

The .Consistorial Court of Limerick is alone empowered to grant probates of wills and letters 
of administration in and for the whole diocese of Limerick, extending its jurisdiction over almost 
the entire county of Limerick, the entire of the city of Limerick, and a small part of the county of 
Clare which adjoins the suburbs of the city of Limerick. It exercises its powers uninterruptedly, 
except in cases of “ Bona Notabilia,” in which event the jurisdiction belongs to the Court of 
Prerogative in Ireland. 

The Consistorial Court of Limerick is inhibited from exercising its jurisdiction once in every 
three years, on the occasion of his Grace the Archbishop holding lus triennial visitation. The 
inhibition is,, in general, continued for about six weeks ; but in order to guard against the incon- 
venience or interruption to business consequent thereon, his Grace issues his commission and 
appoints the judge and officers of this court his commissioners for transacting the business 
thereof. 

The wills and records of grants of administration are deposited in the custody of the registrar of 
the diocese, resident at Upper Mallow-street, in the city of Limerick, and by him preserved in 
presses specially set apart for their safe keeping. 

The date of the earliest will in this registry is 1614, and from that year until the year 1631 no 
will appears on record. The next date to 1631 is 1652, and from 1652 downwards the dates as 
follow, viz.— 1660, 1663, 1669, 1675, 1676, 1677, 1678, 1682, 1683, 1684, 1685, 1686, 1687, 1688, 
1689, 1690, 1691, 1693, 1694, 1695, 1697, 1698, 1699, 1700,1701, 1702, 1704, 1705, and they then 
continue in regular succession of yc-firs down to the present period without any chasm. There is an 
index of each will from the earliest date to the present time, and copies of all wills proved in the 
office from the 10th day of June 1830, being the date' of the appointment of the present registrar, 
by whom also the index referred to was prepared. The wills are all numbered to correspond with 
the number in the index, and are placed in alphabetical divisions in order to facilitate search. 

.The date of the first inventory is 1723, and they then follow in the order of date here mentioned, 
viz., 1755, 1789, 1793, 1795, 1801, 1804, 1805, 1807, 1808, 1809, 1810, 1811, 1812, 1813, 1814, 
1815, 181.6, 1817, 1818, 1819, 1820, 1821, 1822, 1824, 1825, 1826, 1827, 1830, 1831; since 
which period to the present time no formal proceeding has been taken to compel parties to lodge 
inventories of property administered to, other than those inventories sworn to at the time of the 
grant of administration. 

The administration bonds commence in 1800, and date as follow, viz., 1801, 1802, 1804, and 
from the year 1804 downwards to the present time continue in regular succession. 

The first hook of records of grant of probate and administration commences in December 1772, 
and is continued down to June 1795; the next book commences in June 1796, and. continues its 
entries to March 1813, and then from August 1814 to the present time all grants appear to have 
been regularly recorded. 

The wills and other records in this office are in a state of good preservation. 

4p6. B ' The 
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The Consistorial Court of Ardfert and Aghadoe has its own separate jurisdiction, and grants 
probates of wills and letters of administration in and for the whole diocese of Ardfert and Aghadoe, 
extending its jurisdiction over the entire of the county of Kerry and a very small portion of the 
county of Cork. In like manner as Limerick it exercises its power uninterruptedly, except in 
cases of Bona Notabilia, in which event the jurisdiction belongs to the Court of Prerogative in 
Ireland. . 

The Consistorial Court of Ardfert and Aghadoe is inhibited from the exercise of its j urisdiction 
once in every three years, on the occasion of his Grace the Archbishop holding his triennial 
visitation. The inhibition continues for about six weeks, and the same course is adopted by his 
Grace as that already stated to be pursued in the diocese of Limerick. 

The wills and records of grants of administration for this portion of the united diocese are depo- 
sited in the custody of the deputy-registrar of Ardfert and Aghadoe, resident at Denny-street, in 
the towm of Tralee, and by him preserved in presses set apart for their safe keeping. 

The date of the earliest will in this registry is 1695, from which year, until the year 1704, no 
will appears on record. They then date as follow; viz. 1705, 1708, 1712, 1714, 1719, 1720, 1721, 
1722 1723, 1724, 1725, 1726, 1727, 1728, 1729, 1731, 1732, 1733, 1734, 1735, 1738, 1739, 1740, 
174L 1742, 1743, 1744, 1745, 1746, 1747, 1748,1750, and they then continue in regular succession 
of years down to the present period, without any chasm. There is an index to the wills from the 
earliest date to the present time. The wills are numbered to correspond with the number in the 
index, and are placed in alphabetical order. This index was prepared by the deputy-registrar, on 
his appointment to the office in the year 1823. The date of the earliest administration bond is 
1723, from which time, to the year 1728, no bond appears on record ; but they then continue in 
succession of years down to the present time. The date of the earliest inventory is 1795, and they 
then date as follow : 1805, 1807, 1810,. 1813, 1815, 1816, 1817, 1818, and. they then continue in 
succession of years to the present time. The first administration bond which appears on record is 
1723, and the next is 1728, from which period to the present time, they continue in a regular 
succession. The records of grants of probate and administration appear to have been regularly 
kept from the year 1780 to 1812 ; but from that year, until 1820, no regular book of such record 
of grant is extant. From 1820 to the present time the books are regularly kept, and in good 
preservation. 

The wills and other records are in good preservation in this office, with the exception of some of 
the early administration bonds, which have become defaced by lapse of time.

This court is empowered to grant probates of wills and letters of administration throughout the 
entire of the county of Waterford (with the exception of the peculiar jurisdiction of Lismore, which 
embraces that parish, and the parishes of Tallow and Macollop). The jurisdiction of said, court 
extends also over a large part of the county of Tipperary, commencing at Carrick-on-Suir, and 
including the towns of Clonmel, Cahir, and Clogheen ; this court is inhibited from the exercise of 
its powers for 30 days in the year of triennial visitation, and then all proceedings are carried on in 
the name of the metropolitan. The custody of the respective wills and records of grants of admi- 
nistrations is vested in the registrar, and these documents are deposited in his office in the city of 
Waterford. The dates of the earliest wills commence at the years 1651, 1659, and 1660. The 
recorded copies of wills and letters of administration, with the indexes annexed, commenced in 
the year 1762. Bonds and inventories are filed by themselves, in alphabetical order. No chasms 
occur in the dates, as each probate and administration is immediately recorded on same being 
granted.

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CONSISTORIAL COURT OF CLONFERT AND KILMACDUAGH. 

The Diocesan Court of Clonfert and Kilmacduagh is empowered to grant probates of wills and 
administrations throughout the said dioceses, which lie in the county of Galway, and a small part 
of the counties of Roscommon and King’s County. The power is exercised at all times, except 
durino- the nominal inhibition of the Archbishop. The date of some of the earliest wills are m 1666, 
1670 °1700, and 1712 ; and there appears to be a regular series of original wills, commencing from 
the latter year to the present time, and bonds of administration ; (there does not exist copies for 
a Ion** period after the year 1753). The wills are regularly indexed; the bonds are made up in 
parcels according to their dates. For about the last 35 years the wills and administrations of that 
period have been copied and transmitted to the Stamp-Office, Dublin, where they nave been again 
recorded. The records appear to he in a good state, except where bad interior paper has been 
used ■ the two most ancient books require binding. Considering the different convulsions in the 
country, during a period of 160 years, the records have been providentially preserved. The office 
is held at present in the glebe-house of Aughrim, where the records are lodged. George Martin 
and William H. Ilartigan (deputy-registrars) have charge of them. Hie registrar, the Rev. Edward 
Hartman, residing at Castletown glebe, near Killaloe, retains the custody of the large registrar- 
book “and some records necessary for the Lord Bishop of Killaloe, and for the recording of his 
Lordship’s acts relative to the dioceses of Clonfert and Kilmacduagh.

The records of this office do not inform us that the power of granting of wills and letters of admi- 
nistration has ever been vested in any other authority here but in that of the vicar-general or his 
surroo-ate. At no time is the power of the vicar-general inhibited, save about one month before 
each triennial visitation; he then acts under a commission from the metropolitan court. 

The records of this court, and original wills there, are in the custody and care of the registrars 
of the dioceses, and deposited in a room in the registrar's house, which room is solely appropriated 
to that purpose; it is commodious, well aired, the window strongly secured with iron bars; the 
house slated and well built; situate in Arthur-street, in the town of Ballina, county Mayo, nearly 
contiguous to the sessions house, in a safe and secure neighbourhood. 

The date of the earliest wills in this registry is of and from the year 1698. 

The original wills and entries of them, and of the administration bonds and inventories, and indexes 
thereof, have been tolerably well kept since the year of 179 8. I n t he Irish r ebellion of that year' 
the records were much Tmapi&atfid; since then it llSes nor appear "thirl 'any material chasm has 
occurred in them; they are in tolerable order.

The earliest will in the registry is without date, but the period when same appears to _ have been 
lodged is in tbe year 1536, from which time to the present there is a regular series of original wills 
and recorded copies of wills, of which latter there are few in number. 

The earliest records of the entries of the grants of probates and letters of administration appear to 
be in the year 1595, and the books containing such records continue from that period to the present,

The apartments are aired by hot- water 
pipes, erected a short time since at the expense of Government, no person having access to them 
but the registrars and a confidential person appointed by them for that purpose.
